1 T« tt^rdance with the discnesloa held hetveen ^ of 

DB andd ^ of this office^ this menbrendom vlll outline the aeudle 
needed xn esMUALiahsent of cover etories for CAKBABOS 1 and 2f anticipating 
their arrival in the Xteited States on or about 1 September 19^* 

2« Aa developedt the cover etories should provide, credit references 
in the Washington ar^ an ostensibla employer (also in or near WssUngtoh) » 
and a secure defmse 'against any inpilries which might be made eonceming 
the CAMBABDS purpose for being In Washington* 

3* CAMBABO l^ .vlll be acoosqpanied by Ms wife and two children* Ha 
will proceed almost isnediately to visit his mothex^ijwlaw, now livi^ in 
Teb«s; therefore cover need not be cosseted for him in the Vashin^n area 
until about 1^ September* He will need^ howeveri an ostezmible course of 
action which he plans to follow once he returns to Washington* It is suggssted 
that he say to his family and eiqrone who nd^t inquire that be is fetuming 
to Washington to begin working for his cover eaq^oyer on I 9 September^ 
and is able to travd because his employer has advanced him some oonqy 
against his salary* Housing arrangements for GAMBABD 1 and his family 
therefore need not become elective prior to 19 September*' 

4* !The most logical cover position In accordance with character for 
CAMB&BO 1 Would be one in which he could perform mental, rather than physical 
tasks, perhaps something of a statistical nature for a concern engsgnd in 
business in Washington* Bom of well-to-do parents, CAM^AR) 1 studied 
agriculture at the IMi versify of Latvia during his cotmtiy’s independence* o 
He is intelligent, and can a^pt himself to a eiruiglng situation ^th ease* 

His career in intelligence work begsoi when be Joined the latvian antl-Sovlet 
underground inmediatdy after the occupation In lS4o, continued thxuu^ 
periods of ioqnlooiaaent by the Soviets, and hie esce^ fmm Latvlcf te Sweden 
in 1^» Since bis escape, he has endeavored to aid in freeing his country 
fina Soviet domination tbn> ugh continued contact with the underground^ and 
more recently his employment by us as consultant aid trainer for Project 
ABOOB, He is a seeming pesslmlBtic individual possessiz^ an aristocratio 
manner* 

5* GAWB\B0 2 alee will require housing about I 9 September, since, if 
he arrtvee at an earlier date, the Case Officer plans^to house Mm in the 
operational safehouse assigoed to TH jH04 in order that he help prepare 
the house for the arrival of the trainees. His character Indicates that 
he would be moat logically enployed In tasks involving semi-skilled labor* 
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Hia ODnsnnd of does not equal thrit of CAMB^BD and hla plq^oical 

stmcture Isdlcataa he has perforoed maTTual labor for moat of hia life. 

neither man apeaka BngliBh at all veil, hoth speek fair Ceiman 
and Svedisb. CAMBABD 2 la a congenial man who can conmsse lange quantities 
of alcohol without notldable efTect^ la eonewhat headstrong^ Itot who will 
listen to and obey advice from ons be reoo^zes as his superior* A former 
fonctionaxy of the group which contacted the Latvian reslstaxice movement 
after World War II. CAIQAHO 2 has been a Latvian azny and police officer. 

After studying agrienltore at the thiverslty of Latvia, CAKBMb 2 entered 
ndlltaxy service, from which he was released in 193^* He then went into 
police service at Riga. A g>od waite sw a a, he was mobilised into the Latvian 
Legion in 19^3, but deserted to Join the partisans two yeara later. He 
is c^roximately 32 years old. Married childlesB, CAMBABD 2 will live 
alone until his wife arrives, probably during winter 1993-93* 

6. As regards details of the cover story itsdf, it's exact nature 
will neossaaxily depend on the available contacts, but the following soggestlons 
are made aa ^idmce: 

a. Both men should be eiQdoyed by the same firm, to exidain their 
continual oom^Bnionahip, the fact that one man may drive both 
’’to wozk**, and the possibility that both may be seen together 
in Washington during noimal woxSdLng hours. 



b. The cover enpleyer should be located in the Washington area, 

to allow the CAMBABdS to mall letters here without Intemedlaries, 
and i^ account for their presence here to any Inquirer. 

c« OAMBABO 1 ^ 2 should be receiving approximately the same 

ealaxy from their cover esqployer as to f5tP^ annua actually 
received fxum this Mency, to assure naturBlness in the type 
of 'living quarters, manner of dress, etc., which toy will 
effect while in the Washington area. 

d« Ho objection is made to adjoining living quarters for the two 
men. It is reooamended, h^ever, that th^ not live in a 
Ddi^iboxfaood in which they might be unduly suspicious because 
of their langLOge dlfflcoltto and irregolar voxklng hours. 

e. Heitor man should, be forced to sign longterm leases to obtain 
quarters,; but should rent his Celling by the month, since to 
duration of their stay has not been definitely dateinined. 

Both men will pay rent themselves from ^^alaxles rec^ved from 
this Agency. Government Interest should not be shown in them 
in any way. - 



7. "On their arrival in to United States, saxictioned by vieitqrs* 
visas to be received prior to departure, CAMBAHOS 1 and 2 will be e^oyed 
aa consul tante to the ABOOB project. They will be used both in a tmining 
capacity and as sources of area knowledge.
